Seven high ranking officers on as 
many days had lectured me to the 
Saturation ™ point.” Fully’ “pro- 
cessed” I left the building to walk 
out on the broad street along the 
moat facing the feudal wall of 
the Imperial Palace, now marked 

“Avenue A.” 

_A different Tokyo it was. 
Mountains of bricks, concrete and 
debris of the bombings grimly 
Imarked the corners—pitted side-_ 
walks—a deadly foul odor—a raw, 
Siberian wind lashed my face. As 
cold as I ever was in Grayling, 
TI turned into the Dai Ichi Building 
for warmth. “ -is- your. 
AGO card.” I fished out a hand- 
ful Lot cards. a . 

_The white gloved honor guard 
at MacArthur’s headquarters as- 
sorted: my fistful: “That card,” 
he said “with your photograph. 
Be prepared also to present it to 
me when-you-leave-this. building 
madam.” My life in the occupa- 
tion had really begun. 

. The grey marble citadel gave n: 
warmth nor cheer. I soon re- 
turned out into the January chill, 
to walk perhaps five hundred feet. 
Mobs of people lined the streets. 
Sirens sounded, traffic stopped 
blocks ‘back. Hundreds of cam- 
eras clicked as a long black car 
drew up and motorcycle men car- 
‘eened the empty street. The Su- 
preme Commander stepped brisk- 

-frem—the—ear-——an instant -of 
awed silence—the the snappiest 
salute I’ve ever seen—the shuttle- 
like sucking of breath by hun- 
dreds of Japanese. Americans 
with cameras closed in for the kill. 

Mac Arthur had returned to head- 
quarters.

A fleet of buses named for cities 
in the. states, is maintained in 
every fair sized city of Japan to 
serve American civilians and 
members of the armed forces, 
likewise free of charge. The 
buses “Lansing” and “Pontiac” 
have._ carried me... ta _ , 
museum, pottery or exhibition of 
Japanese craftsmanship. 

My hotel was once headquarters 
for marine insurance companies. 
Now-it houses 600 women, a few 
very healthy rats, not a few cock- 
roaches, three elevators with un-

Every 
American worker is given a rank 
on assignment.---Some were rank- 
happy and some were rank-miser-

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Library Fund Low, 
But Adequate 


State aid for public libraries 
amounting to $362,085.00, plus $9,- 
540.00 for administration of the 
fund was appropriated in the final 
session of the 1949 legislature. 

the Michigan Li. 
brary Association and the State 
Board of Libraries agreed that this 
amount will be sufficient to main- 
tain the public library program on 
its present level. 

“This $362,085.00 is one of the 
smallest slices in the State's total 
grants in aid’ said Miss Alice 
Louise LeFevre of Kalamazoo, 
president of. the Michigan-Library 
Association. “It is not a starva- 
tion diet, but it is not a balanced 
diet either.” 

The original request made to the 

get committee for library aid 
was one million dollars for the 
year 194950. This amount wopld 

ve provided for increased li- 
brary service and ‘the. establish- 
ment of more new libraries. 

The appropriation will be dis- 
tributed according to a new form- 
ula which was ‘passed by the lezis- 
lature. The new formula will 
stimulate local support of libraries 

raise library service standards 
by “helping those who help them- 
selves.” 

Speaking for the State Board for 
Libraries, Mrs. Loleta D. Fyan, 
State Librarian, said, “Though the 
funds we are given to work with 
this coming year are modest, we 
are looking forward to Statewide 
improvement of library servce 
standards as the result of the new 
distribution’ formuia. “If State 
grants are increased in coming 
years, we may yet extend library. 
service to the 750,000 Michigan 
residents who have no public li- 
braries today.”
